alongside the torn and charred remnants of a twin-motored 
airliner which plummeted inexplicably to earth only eight 
miles from a scheduled landing. 
I he two pilots, the stewardess and all seven passengers 
died as I lames leapt at the wreekage of the I nited Air Lines 
ship, bound from Newark to Chicago via Cleveland. 
Among th e passengers was J ohn Hrostuen. Republican 
state chairman of North Dakota, who was returning to his

earth within sight of Cleveland airport.
